Dr Campbell, in moving the adoption of the 
report and balance-sheet, said : Gentlemen,— Tn 



I submitting for your approval and adoption the 
report and balance-sheet which have just been 
I read, permit me to make a few remarks upon 
them, and upon subjects in which you, as share- 
holders, are directly interested. It will be in 
your recollectiou that, shortly before the date of 
our last half-yearly meeting, the announcement 
had been made of the failure of the City of 
Glasgow Bank, and there followed a period of 
financial disturbance and distiust such as had 
not been experienced in England for many years, 
and from which there has been a very slow and 
gradual recovery. The disclosures in connection 
with this failure shook credit and confidence to 
their foundations, and it is only a natural result 
that .all bank stocks became more or less pre- 
judicially affected. When your Directors at 
last meeung asked and obtained your .authority 
to issue 27,500 new shares, the consequences of 
the City of Glasgow Bank failure had not been 
realised, and, could it have been anticipated that 
this disaster would have been followed by such 
a calamitous period of depression, the issue 
would either have been very much restricted or 
altogether posiponed. But the issue has been a 
decided success, notwithstamliug the untoward 
state of things to which I have allurlcd, arid 
which, at last came home to us here in an in- 
tensified form. Contending agiiust many adverse 
influences, it is a source, of congratulation to be 
.able to record that, cf the 27,61)0 new shares, 
only 3,984 remain unallotted. Of these 946 
enuaistof " remain lerg,” not absorbed by the 
proportions in which the issue was made ; and 
these will be put in the market at a favorable 



scarcity of money. And besides these mflaences 
in there were others which more or less affected the 
c- value of our shares , for reports were industriously 
circulated that this institution was a heavy loser 
by the Oitv of Glasgow Bank. So contrary was 
this to facta, that we have not lost one shilling 
by that bank’s f.ailure ; and when it stopped we 
only held L3,000 of its pa^wr, half of which was 
I coverel by cash balancea we held, and wo had 
g bills for collection in excess of the total amount 
involved. Reverting to the figures in the balance- 
sheet, it will be noticed that notwithstanding the 
Q increase of our capital it stands the same as in 
the last report, because the new capital, as vou 
Q are no doubt aware, was only payable on 31st 
March, the day on which our books closed for 
the half-year. ^ Had it been correct to show the 
increase as capital in the present statement, there 
could only have been shown the amount paid in 
New Zealand, as the Australian and London 
« branches had closed their hudness at a previous 
date. As payments from shareholders only be- 
came dividend-bearing from ls»t April, these 
J. could nob be regarded as capital until that 
date, and have, therefore, in the statement be- 
^ fore you been incorporated under the heading 
“deposits and other liabilities.” The deposits 
. appear to have fallen L420,000. but thig ig 
wholly due to the decrease of Government 
" balances held by the Bank, as there has been an 
^ actual increase of private deposits amounting to 
L 168, 000, irrespective of payments on account 
of capital. It will be observed that, as com- 
pared with last balance sheet, there is a very 
material increase in coin and cash b.alances, the 
J directors having considered it prudent to hold 
larger reserves during the disturbed state of the 
money market to wh ch t have alluded. In the 
early part of the half-year we therefore fortified 
I our London account, .allowing (''olonial balancea 
» to run low, but on 31st March we had made up 
I our Colonial holding of coin to L769,000, and 
' the balance was held in London. The amount 
of profit brought to account for the half-year is 
slightly less than last half-year, but I may 
remark that in view of the existing and 
prospective condition of business in this and 
adjoining colonies, it has been considered advis- 
able to make more than usual provision for bad 
and doubtful debts, and should such provision 
prove over-estimated there will be an early 
return of the surplus to profit and loss. 
Shareholders will, no doubt, approve the 
intention of the Board to ooritiime increas- 
ing the reserve fund, the directors consid'r- 
ing tho augmentation of this funil as of 
more importance than the payment of increased 
ilividend. It will, no doubt, interest you to 
know that the late miscbievoiis competition 
among the banks for deposits has ce!V*e.], an 
understanding as to rates having recently been 
arrived at, and it may be hoped th.ak the 
experience of the past may prevent a recurrence 
of a course of procedure, which must be regarded 
as alike impolitic on the part of the banks, as it 
was subversive of the best interests nf the colony. 
The scarcity of money now prevailing through- 
but all the colonies must be well known to you 
all. V.ariou8 causes have arisen to produce this, 
notably over speculation in land, over importa- 
tion, losses in stock from severity of last winter, 
and subsequent floods, short crops from pro- 
tracted drought during summer, and, chiefly, 
the great fall iu value of our 8t.aple products! 
The financial pinch hae, no doubt, proveii 
severe, but it may be hoped that like other 
disagreeable corrective remedies, t^.e .after affects 
may prove saluhary and more th.an oomnensate 
for the present inconvenience. [t is' to be 
regretted that a more cheerful picture of the 
present aspect of business in the colony cannot 
be drawn, but do not suppose that 1 take any 
gloomy view of the future. A repetition of such 
a combination of .adverse influences as I have 
recounted need not be apprehended. On the 
contrary, there are manifest signs of progress in 
many directions, for population and settlement 
are rapidly increasing, and the resources of the 
co'ony are being steadily and securely developed.

Dunedin, May 13, 2.25. 

Tlie police are investigating a peculiar case 
of alleged infanticide at Uavensbourue, 

The Kaitangata subscriptions now in 
amount to over £1,200. 

The great Native meeting has burst up. 
The Kingitea fenced over matters, where- 
upon Sir George (jrrey sent an ultimatuin to 
Hikuangi, otherwise proposals must be con- 
sidered at an end. 

Reeves, the member for Grey Valley, has 
received a v(»te of confidence. He expressed 
himself in favor of a further loan for the 
completion of our railway system, and advo- 
cated main roads in large but thinly- popu- 
lated counties being taken over by the 
General Government or the Counties, the 
Counties being subsidised according to a 
mileage rate. He expressed his intention of 
bringing in a Bill for the restriction of 
Chinese immigration. 

Donald McDonald was lodged in gaol last 
night charged with a breach of the Debtors 
Act. 

Several small fires are reported in yester- 
day’s telegrams, but the insurances are light. 

A special to the ^Sitar says : — “The Cuzco, 
at Adelaide, from the Cape, brings details of 
the relief of Bkowe. Lord Chelmsford was 
compelled to start without the expected re- 
inforcements, owing to Colonel Pearsou’s 
garrison being without bread. The advanc- 
ing column was opposed twice. After a 
severe battle, lasting three hours, during 
which the sailors, with their Gatling guns, 
created fearful havoc amongst the compact 
masies of Zulus, 5000 of the enemy were 
slain, and the siege raised without further 
conflict. Colonel Wood achieved tho most 
brilliant victory of the campaign. The Zulus 
had turned 4000 cattle on the mountains, 
behind which 35,000 warriors were secreted. 
Two regiments of dragoons started to re- 
cover the cattle, and were just returning 
safely with them when the enemy attacked 
them and slaughtered the entire division, 
excepting one man, who alarmed tho camp. 
Hastily-built defences were but scarcely 
erected when the storm burst, — the whole 
Zulu army of 35,000 men attacking it en. 
mo^se, TJie Gatlin guns proved most effec- 
tive ; the shells swept tlio whole division, 
and the Martini- Henri rifles did fearful exe- 
cution. All the Zulu attacks failed. Four 
thousand Zulus were killed and wounded. 



Dunstan district is an exceptionally lengthy one, 
and gives evidence that the purging process has 
been a severe one. It will be well for any one 
whose name appears thereon without sufficient 
reason, to attend at the Revision Court, to be 
held in Cromwell on Saturday first, and justify 
their claims to be placed on the roll, otherwise 
they will lose the privilege of the franebise-^and 
that the privilege is a most important and valu- 
able one at the present juncture we need scarcely 
reiterate. Remember, the Court sits on Satur- 
day next, at noon, in Cromwell. 

During last week, Mr Pyke, County 
Chairman, personally selected a site and 
superintended the first work towards tbe erection 
of a punt over the Clutha near Eock^ Point, 
rendered necessary by the shoaling of the river 
at Lindis having made the punt unworkable. 
The punt at Rocky Point will probably be avail- 
able for traffic a week from now. Creilit is due 
to Mr Pyke for the energy he has displayed in 
this matter. What these temporary punts will 
cost the County is a serious consideration, and 
while it is most desirable that communication 
should by all means be kept open, we hope the 
effort is being made with a due regard to 
economy. 

A sale of Crown Lands was held at 
Arrowtown on Thursday last, by Mr R. B. 
Martin. Although the attendance was large, 
the bidding was very slow and little disposition 
to purchase shown— no doubt on account of the 
strict terms of cash payment imposed. The 
Shotover district land was first offered at L2 per 
acre upset. Section 41, block VIII. , was bought 
by Robert M‘0rackcn ; 174 acres at L2. For 
sections 4 and 5, block X., there was no offer ; 
and for the Kawarau district sections, 1 to 18, 
block VIL, not a single bid. The several town- 
ships followed. Gla 'stone, Cardroiia, Newcastle, 
Kingston, Frankton and Kinloch were passed. 
Twenty-two sections were sold in Pembroke to 
various buyers at from L7 lOs to L8 10s. Four 
sections in Kinloch were sold at the upset — 
L7 lOs. Total amount of sale, L500. 

The twelfth anniversary of Court Royal 
Oak of Kawarau, A.O.F., was celebrated by a 
Ball at Mr AngcTs hotel. Bannockburn, on 
Friday evening. The popular reputation the 
reunions of this Court has acliieveil was on this 
occasion fully maintained, not only in the num- 
bers present— some fifty couples— but in tbe 
happy manner in which the arrangements were 
carried out. The only drawback was tbe limit ed 
dancing-room for so large a company, but M r 
Barnes, as iM.C., with his usual tact made tho 
most of the space at liis com maud.

It is well 
got up and carefully compiled, as might be ex- 
pected from its editor. 

At a meeting of the Invercargill Volun- 
teer Demonstration Committee on Friday even- 
ing last, it wag announced that after paving all 
liabilities in conneetion with the affair there 
would be a surplus of about L180. This is 
regarded as a most satisfactory state of affairs, 
and reflects very c’editably upon the committee 
who organised and carried out the demonstra- 
tion. 

At its meeting last week, tlie Tuapeka 
County Council voted L200 towards the Hospital 
building fund. A resolution was carried that a 
clause be inserted in all contracts entered into 
by the Council, prohibiting the employment of 
Chinamen on any county works, under a penalty 
of £5 for every breach of the said clause.

The Tipperary Company has finished iU 
second crushing this season, ^ith the hand- 
some return of a cake weighing 974oza, being 
the result of some six or seven weeks’ work. 
The Company is now about to prepare a site 
and erect its new machinery in Scankn’a 
Gully, , near Beale’s fluming, they having 
purchased this party’s water rights. The 
machine, consisting of ten stamp- heads, has 
just bieen finished by the Messrs Davidson, 
of Otago Foundry, Dunedin, and will be 
driven by a high pressure turbine. The two 
large stamper boxes and some of the frame- 
work are landed at Arrowtown and ready for 
transit to their destination* The battery, 
will be about a mile nearer to the mine than- 
the public batteiy, which the Company has 
used since commencing operations ; thus a 
considerable outlay will be saved in cartage 
alone. It is contemplated to. construct a 
tramway from the mine to the machine — an 
excellent idea, and one that, if carried out, 
will enable the shareholders to work most 
economically. The Ladye Fayre C»^mpany is 
also having a trial criishiiig of a few tons from 
the low-level ‘tunnel. I have not the least 
doubt but that the stone will prove payable. 

The Arrow District Hospital Committee 
has been elected, Mr H. A. Stratford having 
been chosen president, Mr J. F. Healey, 
secretary, and Mr John Barlow, treasurer. 
The remaining members have been well and 
judiciously chosen, the total number being 
3 6. They met last Friday, and decided to 
call for. plans at once for a single-storeyed 
timber building with two wards and surgeon’s 
and other rooms (the total eight in number), 
and to commence the work of building as 
soon as the plans were approved. This looks 
like business, and oh ! it is to be fervently 
hoped the committee may not be overawed 
by the threats of the irate house-surgeon of 
the Frankton Hospital, and thereby cease 
their action in the matter, that gentleman 
having stated, both at the late, meeting of 
Hospital subscribers at Frankton and in his 
seat at the Council, his determination to 
oppose our institution receiving any monetary 
assistance from the County Council, Is not 
this appalling? However, I think it little 
matters what he says against it, except as 
reflecting upon his extremely doubtful taste 
in dictating to people who are quite able to 
carry out the building and maintenance of 
the institution whether the County Council 
vote a donation or not, as the Financial 
Arrangements Act amply provides for the 
equitable distribution of Government sub- 
sidies to all hospitals erected under Govern- 
ment surveillance, of which the Arrow 
District Hospital will be one, and therefore 
entitled by law to support from that source, 
I - don’t think, therefore, that the Council 
need waste time in discussing a matter that 
is already settled. Jt would pay the County 
ratepayers better if councillors would devote 
their somewhat dormant energies in endeavor- 
ing to build theKawarau Bridge. Let them 
look Vincent- ward, if they wish to learn how 
to connect districts and ridings together by 
bridge-building, and thus save tolls. Why, 
the Kawarau Bridge project (and even that 
subsidised by the £8,000 vote from Govern- 
ment) sinks into insignificance, while we hear 
of the £15,000 to be spent by Vincent County 
for the bridge across the Molyneux at Alex- 
andra, in room of the old punt there. Some 
laugh at Mr Vincent Pyke and his so-called 
eccentricities ; but, if we judge of men by 
their actions and compare him and the 
Vincent County with the Lake County 
Council for activity, we must certainly feel a 
little shame- faced — the more especially in 
the matter of bridge-building. 1 hope I have 
exhausted the subject, and that no more 
brother scribblers may dare venture to draw 
down the wrath of that irate body, the Lake 
Council, re Kawarau Bridge, and that they 
will build it in spite of us and our pens. 
The ratepayers of the County have openly 
expressed their opinion that of late there has 
been. too much committee” business trans- 
acted by their councillors. The people have 
to pay heavy travelling expenses for members, 
and they like to know at least half the busi- 
ness they transact when they meet. If no 
m<ire opportunities are offered reporters to 
record their sage counsels than at the meeting 
of the 5th instant, it is hardly likely that 
they will attend in future.

London, May 6. 

Che Chancellor of the Exchequer, in re- 
ply to a question, said that with a view to an 
early settlement of the difficulties in Znhi- 
land, instructions had been sent to the Go- 
vernor and Hiijh Commissioner to abstain 
from a policy of annexation and to cmiline 
his efforts to protecting the Colony from 
danger.

The Secretary h>r Foreign Affairs, in reply 
to a questic>ii, said that the Govern meat 
would accept the Russian interpretatimi of 
the Treaty of Berlin. The evacuation of 
Bulgaria and Romnelia was to commence on 
the 3rd of May, and end on the 3rd August. 

An autograph letter from the Emperor of 
Russia to the Sultan notifies that tlio evacu- 
ation has commenced, and urges friendly re- 
lations between the two countries. 

May 7th. 

The House of Lords threw out, on the 



second reading, the bill for legalising mar- 
riage with a deceased wifek sister. The 
Prince of Wales supported the bill, and pre- 
soilted a petition in its favor. A petition 
from Sydney was also preaentod in favor of 
the measure. 

It is reported that Cetewayo was wounded 
in the engagement at Rorke’s Drift, and that 
he is anxious to make terms with the British 
so as to obtain medical attendance. 

Movements preparatory to a British ad- 
vance into Zululand have been commenced. 
The actual advance will take place in a fort- 
night. 

The Wool sales opened on 6th. 7783 bales 
were catalogued.

The Wellington Chronicle foreshadows the 
Gov eminent policy for next session. It is to 
be first a reform in the Legislative Council, 
without which it says that no great liberal 
measure has any chance of being carried, and 
which is sure to be affected if the assault is 
judicious and determined. It premises a 
dissolution to be the head and front of the 
political campaign of 1879, and that any 
attempt to stave it off must be found out of 
Court. There will be registration and 
representation on the basis of population, 
with a selfacting principle for the future, the 
model of which is to be found in Mr 
Whitaker’s Bill of last session ; the simplifica- 
tion of the Electoral Bill of last session by 
confining the qualification to residential and 
ratepaying; the consolidation of the statutes ; 
the continuation of financial reform by 
making the wealthy landholders and absentees 
pay a fairer proportion towards tlie public 
revenue, and an increase in the land lax on 
large estates ; and, generally speaking, an 
enlargement of the Liberal policy. 



THE LATE GUN ACCIDENT. 



An official inquiry into the causes which 
led to tlie death of diaries Geer was held at 
Clyde on Monday, 5th instant, before Mr 
Simpson, district coroner, and a jury. We 
give such portions of the evidence adduced 
as refer to the chief features of the unhappy 
accident ; — 

Edward Luscombe, sworn, deposcfl: I get my 
living as a rabbiter on hVaser’a station. The 
body on view is that of deceased Charles Geer. 
Had known him eight or nine years. Had been 
mates with him seven or eight weeks. Occupied 
the same tent, and were both in it on Sunday 
night. Was sitting on his own bed about 8.3ff 
on Sunday evening, and deceased was sitting on 
his own bed. Deceased sahl he would have a 
shot ; he was in the habit of tiring two or three 
shots e very night after .dark. Told deceased to 
take his (witness’s) gun as it would save him 
firing it off. The gun was loaded with an 
ordinary charge. Deceased stretched behind 
witness and took hold of the muzzle of the gnn, 
which was lying on the bed, and pulled it to- 
waixis him. Heard a discharge, and deceased 
without speaking got up ami went out of the 
tent door. Saw blood and knew deceased was 
hit by the look of his eyes. Found deceased 
lying on the grass. Lifted him up and laui 
him on his own bed. Deceased asked witness to 
put more blankets on him as he was cold. 
l)ecease<l said he would not be afraid to he alone 
while witness went for a doctor. Deceased said 
he was suffering great pain. Caught the horse 
and went for the doctor, first going to Earns- 
cleugh station, about two and a-half mile^ off. 
Saw Robt. Brunttm, ami got him to go for the 
doctor, and returned to the tent. Deceased was 
sensible when we got back, and was still in 
bed. Deceased asked if the doctor would be 
long. When witni^ss returned to the tent 
deceased harl his own gun between his knees, 
with the barrel Doiiiling in the air. Took it 
away, and asked him wliat he was doing with 
the gun there ; and he said he was going to 
shoot himself, he was in such great pain. Ex- 
amined the gun next morning, and found paper 
rammed half-way down it. .After reiaovinr» the 
pa[>er found about a dram of powder i\\ the 
barrel. 8eyeral wires were on the table, one of 
which was straightened. Was certain the wires 
were outside when he left. Asked deceased 
where he gob the wires, and he said he did not 
know. When he left, deceased had two shirts 
on, and w-hen he returned one was lying outside 
the tent near the wires. Concluded that de- 
ceased must have been outside durinfj" his 
absence. Deceased said he did not then suffer 
pain. Remained with him till the doctor 
arrived , ^ 

I’o the Coroner r Deceased was very rash with 
the gun ; be freipieiitly aimed at me with his 
loaded gnn in play. Had cautioned him fr-e- 
quently about his careless way of handling a 
gun. Deceased was between 16 and 17. Was 
on good terms with deceased, and he had never 
quarrelled with witness. Deceased was not a 
lint- headed hoy. 

Thomas Leahy, swo n : I am a duly qualified 
medical practitioner. Was called about 10 
o’clock last night by one Brunton to go to tlie 
statiou to see a lad who had been shot. Went 
to the station, and Hugh M‘Kenzie accompanied 
me to the tent. Deceased was lying on a 
stretcher on his left side. Lifted him up and 
examined the wound. Bloorl had soaked through 
liis clothes and the stretcher. Two ribs were 
broken into small pieces, and the lung was torn 
away inside. Felt for shot or portions of cloth, 
but found none. Tdd deceased’s mate that the 
boy could not ])ossil>]y live beyond the morn in 
The ijericardiura was blown away, and he could 
feel his lieart. Put a plug in the wound and a 
bandage over it, and tf>ld his mate to give him 
«a hot drink to revive him. Nothing could have 
been done to save the boy. The liemorrhage 
was sufficient to kill Ifiin, and the shock to the 
system was also siiffic'ent, but if he had 
recoverc<l from these the subsequent inflamation 
wnul 1 have killed him. Saw at once the wound 
was fatal and entirely beyond his power. 

Tlie jury, without leaving the room, returned 
a verdict of Accblental death.”

RAILWAY EXTENSION. 



j The following telegraphic corroapnn deuce 
i upon the question of rnilway extension has 
I taken place between the Committee of the 
Dunedin Chamber of Commerceand the Hon. 
the Minister of Public Works 

Dunedin, 3rd May, 1879. 
To Hon, James Macandrew, Minister Public 
Works, Wellington. 

The Chamber of Commerce respectfully 
request you will instruct Mr Blair to report 
on the comparative merits for railway com- 
munication between Westland and Otago, of 
the routes he has recently been examining, 
and that via Haast Pass and Cromwell, bo 
unanimously favored by the Westland people 
when they memorialiaed Parliament last 
year. Northern passes are asserted to .be 
3,000 feet, whilst Haast Pass is only 1,800.

It has all along been my desire to have 
flying survey of line from Lake Wanaka to 
Hokitika, with the view of Legislature being 
able to deal with the question in due time. 
How far this can be done this eeason is 
doubtful, I am aware that such a line would 
connect the east and west coasts at a lower 
altitude than any other, while it is supposed 
to open up the largest extent of country 
available for settlement. Its merits will, I 
believe, bear most favorable Cumparison with 
any other, and 1 have no donht it will be a 
necessary extenaiun of the Otago Central. 
The^ line at present sanctioned by the 
Legislature, and the construction of which is 
enjoined upon the Government, is from 
Aniberley to Hokitika, some portions of 
which have been already contracted for, and 
others about to be tendered for. — (Signed)

THE RECENT FIRE AT LAW- 
RENCE. 

♦ — 

The largest conflagration which has ever 
been known in Lawrence bn^ke out on 
Monday morning (reports the Tmpeha Times 
of Wednesday). Shortly before six o’clock 
Mr Thomas Humphrey, while at wmrk nt Mr 
Clark’s bakery, observed a dense volume of 
smoke issuing from Meyer and Co's premises 
in Ross Place. It was evident that the fire 
had been burning a considerable time, as it 
had a strong hold of the building. The 
appliances of the defunct Fire Brigade were 
soon brought into requisitiem, and a 
messenger despatched to Wetherstones to 
make certain of a good supply of water. 
The bells of the Presbyterian and Catholic 
Churches were rung soon after the alarm was 
given, and Mr Bromley made good use of his 
hand-bell, so that a large muster of citizens 
soon atTived, many of whom were eager to 
render what assistance lay in their power. 
It was deemed futile to expend any labor in 
endeavoring either to save Messrs Meyer 
and Co.’s building or any portion of the 
large stock of goods it contained, as the fire 
had so rapidly spread that it was soon in 
complete possession. All efforts were there- 
fore directed to save the Colonial Bank, 
from which every moveable article had been 
taken to a place of safety. In a few seconds, 
this building, wliich was only separated by a 
three-feet passage, and being composed of 
timber, became ignited, and the fire spread 
with almost ligh tiling rapidity. The efforts 
to save this building proved to be unavailing, 
and in the meantime the goods were being 
removed fr.oui Mr Johnston’s boot and shoe 
shop. In a few moments the building caught 
fire, being of a highly inflammable descrip- 
tion. Steps were next taken to remove Mr 
Crow’s shop, and as a goodly number of 
willing hands were in readiness, this was a 
matter that was very soon accomplished. 
By this move the adjoining block of build- 
ings was in less danger ; and as there w^as 
hardly a breath of wind stirring, the 
hurriedly improvised brigade met with con- 
siderable success in confining the ravages of 
the conflagration. By a quarter to seven 
o’clock, or scarcely an hour after the first 
alarm was given, the fire was brought under 
the complete control of the firemen, and all 
fear of its extension was allayed. There can 
be no doubt that had the fire brigade been in 
existence a considerable portion of the 
property would have been saved. During 
the conflagration considerable anxiety was 
expressed as to the condition of the large 
safe used by the bank, Eveiy confidence 
was felt by the oaicials as to its power of 
withstanding all tho fire that could be 
brought against it, but still there w'os the 
doubt. Mach satisfaction was therefore 
expressed when it was opened and the 
valuable documents it contained were found 
intact. Beyond a slight discoloration of the 
edges of some papers, no damage was done. 
The safe, however, had been subjected to a 
very scorching heat, the handle being com- 
pletely shrivelled up, and the brass portions 
of it run together. After some seiirching 
amongst the dc6ris, Mr Meyer discovered the 
small safe used by him, in w'hich he kept hia 
books and cash. When the books were taken 
out some of them burst into flames, but were 
immediately extinguished. Silver to the 
value of several pounds was also in the box, 
and, as showing tlio fierceness of the heat, a 
number of coins were actually melted and 
sticking together. We do not know whose 
patent the safe was, but it shows the rubbish 
of things called safes that are to be found, 
and winch will give people a feeling of 
security altogether false. As to the origin of 
the fire- like many such conflagrations— we 
fear it will ever be veiled iii mystery. Mr 



Meyer states that he was in hia shop until 
12 o’clock vpriting on Sunday night, and 
looked the place up himself— but, beyond 
that, nothing is known. No doubt there 
will be an inquiry into the circumstances, 
and probably something fresh will turn up. 



BOROUGHS IN COUNTIES. 



There is every probability that one of the 
questioiiB that will be discussed at the pro- 
posed conference of West Coast County 
Councils will be the merging of nmnicipali- 
lies into county councils, so that there shall 
be but one governing body in a district, and 
there is one thing certain, that this will meet 
with great opposition, as municipalities will 
not care about their own special revenues — 
rates raised for and funds ailoted by Govern- 
ment for the use and improvement of 
municipalities being transferred to what is termed 
“county revenue,” That this is contemplated 
is apparent by a recorameudation of the finance 
coral i.ittee of the Westland County Council at a 
recent sitting. After recapitulating that the 
revenue of the council was insufficient to meet 
the demands upon it, the report goes on to say — 
This state of affairs has been chiefly brought 
about by the formation of boroughs, absorbing a 
considerable portion of the county revenue, in 
the county, and your committee earnestly trust 
that your hon. Council will take steps to bring 
the whole questif)n before Parliament on its 
re-assembling.” This is bringing the question 
to a direct issue, and if the municipalities are 
not going to allow themselves to be ** snuffed 
out,” they should be prepared to take action 
should ihe necessity arise. Forewarned is fore- 
armed, and if it were only the reO'immendation 
of the Westland County Council itself it would 
would hardly be worth notice, but this is 
followed up by the motion for a conference by 
the chairman of the Grey Council, who assured 
the council at its last meeting that other 
councils were agreeable. Might not the primary 
object of the conference be a blow at the West 
Coast municipalities. That this has been hinted 
at is apparent from an article in the Nev) Zea^ 
layider, the Government organ iu Wellington, of 
the loth instant. The article commences as 
follows 5— “ The one prediction among many by 
the opponents to the introiluction of the county 
system of local government, which has proved 
true, ia that it would clash with municipal 
government, and that the two systems instead 
of barmoniaing in general good effect, would 
either neutralise each other or form a compound 
of mischief. The opponents of the county system 
while conceding that it would be inexpedient to 
change the system of municipal nile guarding 
the interests of the leading cities of the colony, 
yet strongly held opinion that in the mining and 
Agricultural districts it would be folly to sur- 
round existing municipalities with county rule, 
or to permit residents in towns within county 
boundaries to withdraw themselves from county 
rule, and set up boroughs, creating government 
within a government, both estaldished on frail 
and insufficient foundations. Yet the Legis- 
lature in its wisdom did this. Provinces were 
abolished, and the county mapped out into 
counties, and the inhabitants invited to elect 
their county councils, who, vested with rating 
powers, would raise local revenue, and thereon 
received subsiiiiea from the general revenue of 
tho colony. But with a tender, far too tender, 
regard far vested interests, or may be a desire to 
disarm hostile influence, existing boroughs, 
albeit of the meanest one-horse grade, were 
permitted to still exist, and to exercise the 
functions of municipal government so far as 
monetary means, all too sra.iH, and adounis- 
frative talent of doubtful efficacy could acoom- 
plisb.” Not content with this, the writer shows 
in what direction the “ cat jumps,” as he then 
goes on to quote the recommendation of the com- 
mittee before alluded to. and goes still further, 
and names specifically the municipalities 3 ^ 
follows : — ** Within the geographical limits of 
the Wesriand County are two small boroughs, 
Roas and Kuinara, both absorbing revenues 
which might he better expended under the con- 
trol of one local body ; in the Grey County a 
similar anomaly presents itself of co- existent 
municipal and county rule, and also in the 
Buller County. In fact, it is not alone on the 
West Coast of the Middle Island that the evils 
complained of hy the Westland councils exist, 
but throughout the entire colony, in greater or 
less degree. Tho abolition of Provincialism, in- 
stead of simplifying the control of public affairs, 
has intensified complic-ations— the colony is too 
much governed. “ Nothing but a sweeping act 
of legislation will effect a cure” s lys the article, 
and it recommends, as we have shown, the 
absorption of municipalities by counties . — Gray 
Argus,

The labour strikes are un an extensive 
gcale in England. 3O,UO0 pitmen went on 
strike in the Durham coal-mines on April 
8th, and the stopping of about 90 pits threw 
2,300 coal-heavers out of work. 

Several serious riots occurred on the night 
of the 8th, in the colliery villages in Durham, 
near the coast. The police were injured 
while protecting non-strikers, and houses 
were wrecked.

The Nihilists declare they 
will assassinate all the chiefs of police and 
other responsible officials while the system of 
cruelty conlinues. 

Floods in Hungary continue. l7|OU0 are 
receiving relief at Szgedin. 

The Afghan War drags slowly on. General 
Tyblea defeated 3,000 of the Afghans on 
March 24th, near Peshblock, with trifling 
loss. The Afghans lost 200 killed. On the 
same day Captain Saundinan was attacked by 
2,000 Maistocks. The enemy lost 145, and 
the British, two killed and two wounded. 
Lahore telegram, dated April 3rd, states that 
Captain Gough defeated 5,000 Afghans, kill- 
ing 400. The British loss was throe officers 
and three men killed, and 31 wounded.

TERRIBLE SCENES AT A FIRE. 



FATAL RAILWAY ACCIDENT. 



As the 5.40 p.m. train to Anderson’s Bay 
was crossing the Jetty street crossing on 
Tuesday last, it knocked a man down and 
immediately pulled up almost within its own 
length. On Mr Butchart, the station-master, 
proceeding to the spot he found that the man 
had been dragged about two engine lengths, 
and was lying quite dead with one leg over 
the rails and the body between them. Mr 
Henry Guthrie, who was walking with the 
deceased, gave his name as MrGunningham, 
of Kakanat, a small storekeeper there^ and 
also captain of the Ino. Mr Guthrie says 
that before the engine approached the cross- 
ing the whistle was well sounded, but though 
he himself managed to get over, the deceased 
miscalculated the distance and was caught by 
the buffer of the engine, Mr Butchart at 
once sent for a doctor, but as Mr Cunningham 
was quite dead, it was thoiighfc expedient to 
remove the body to the hospital, and this 
was accordingly done. It would appear from 
later information that Mr Cunningham had 
just completed his first trip as master of the 
8.S. Ino, which left Kakamii yesterday, and 
that he was in the act of crossing from the 
jetty when the accident occurred. Deceased 
was of middle age, and leaves a wife, but nr) 
family. Both legs were crushed and broken 
from the knee downwards, and the deceased 
had also received severe injuries in the chest, 
which probably caused the instantaneous 
death.

The Observer says : — A remarkable dis- 
covery has been made on the London, 
Chatham, and Dover Railway, near Nun- 
head, and between 40 and 50 yards from the 
house until lately occupied by the convict 
Peace. While some plate-layers were en- 
gaged on the line one of their number noticed 
peculiar formation of the earth at the 
foot of the embankment, which excited his 
curiosity sufficiently to cause an eyaniinatioii 
to be made. The place in question is close to 
the wall of the arch which crosses the Evelina 
road. On descending the men noticerl that a 
quantity of recently dug earth prevented the 
rain water from the embankment finding its way 
into the sewer, and they at once commenced 
removing the obstnicfion.

Their curiosity caused them to force the lid of 
the box, when they found it full of pi te. | 
watches, jewellery, and miscellaneous articles of 
various kinds. Information of the discovery I 
was at once forwarded to the police, and from a 
subsequent examination of the contents there is 
no doubt that the articles form the proceeds of 
extensive robheries. Among the articles is a 
quantity of plate bearing the crest of an Earl, 
an<l the initials **R. \V. T.” There are likewise 
upwards of 50 gold and silver watches, some of 
them of considerable value, and several with 
names or initials of the owners engraved upon 
them. One of these, a vain able gold hunter, 
has the name of “ G. de Lisle” engraved on the 
outer case. Another, a lady’s gold repeater, 
blue enamelled back, and set with diamonds, 
hears the maker’s nainn Sfroofor ” .......

old and wooden building, so that the 
flames had plenty of material to feed on, 
and but little time was left for escape. 
The terroivstricken meu, women and chil- 
dren rushed frantically throngK the smoke 
half asleep and completely bewildered by 
the sudden alarm. A frightful scene met 
them as they emerged from their rooms. 
There was no time to spare, however. An 
instinct of self-preservation was at work 
promptly to suggest a means of e,scape. 
'Hiere was only one way, and that was a 
narrow passage full of smoke and flame. I 
The windows were thrown up, only to in I 
crease the flames which were now fiercely 
hissing through the structure, and men 
and women jumped into the yard in a 
nude or partly dressed state, while others 
appeared at the upper windows uttering 
the most piercing shrieks for aid. It was 
a most awful spectacle. The two lower 
floors wei’e soon cleai'ed of occupants, hut 
the upper stairs still contained a number 
of beings whose chances escape from a 
fiery death were decreasing rapidly. The 
town had become alarmed, and from all 
sections men poured into it to give wlmt 
assistance they could or to gaze on the 
terrible scene which was being enacted. 
f.addei*s were promptly put up against the 
walls for the piirpo.se of extricating the 
poor pfople. One man, whose room was 
on the upper story, crawled out through 
the window, seized the lightning cord, and 
Gooly climbed to the ground with only 
blistered hands and bruised limbs. He 
was loudly cheered as he slowly crept 
down, while men and women held their 
breath fearing the rod would give way 
and throw him heavily to the ground, 
when his death would have been as certain 
as if he had remained in the buniini; 
building. Gibson, one of the propriocors 
of the house, with his wife and chi d, 
escaped from the window of the second 
storey pluckily, the woman holding the 
child and clinging to tlie blind wliiie he 
obtained a hold, on which the mother and 
child slid to the gi ound in perfect safety, 
followed by Gibson, who ]>romptly re 
entered the hiiilding to lend wlmt aid he 
could in rescuing otliers. Owing to some 
repairs, Mrs Gibson, mother of the pro- 
prietor, had been placed temporarily in a 
spare room, and her son rushed frantically 
in search of her, but was unable to reach 
her in time, and she perished in the flames. 
Anna Johnson, the chamber girl, whose 
room was on the third floor, tried to 
escape from the hall through the 
staira, but found a solid wall of fire 
obstructing her ])assiige. She ran back to 
the room, raised the window, and hung 
out as far as possible without fulling, and 
screamed frantically for assistance. She 
was soon enveloped in a huge cloud of 
smoke, which was occasionally lit up by 
flashes of flame as the fire worked its way 
upwards. Half a dozen hands iin mediately 
seized a ladder and ran it up against the 
wall. A man climbed uj> to the poor 
girl’s aid, but he came down blinded witli 
smoke and almost insensible. Another 
volunteer stc])]jed into his place and went 
uj") the ladder, but he liad to come down 
without the girl. Tlum another man 
stepped from the crowd, and umi I the 
cheers of those asseiiibleil ran up step after 
step until he was lost in the clouds of| 
smoke whicli rolled out in dense masses 
from the doomed building. He rcachetl 
the helpless girl, biitconld not pull her out, 
as she had fainted, and mist have been 
caught by something from the inside which 
he was unable to deliver her from. He 
came back witliont accomplishing Ins 
mission, and no one else would venture up. 
There she remained until the wall fell in, 
and she became a charred mass amid the 
burning ruins. About the same time 
Ml'S Chase, a pastry cook in the establish- 
ment, Lydia Mirillo, table girl, and Charles 
Morgan, a guest at the liou.se, went down 
with the tuinbling wall.s, iiiingling their 
shrieks with the terrible din ami crash 
wliich prevailed v/ithin and without.”

FATAL KAIL WAY ACCIDENT. 

As the 5.40 p.m. train to Anderson’s Bay 
WHS crossing the Jetty street crossing on 
Tuesday last, it knocked a man down and 
immediately pulled up almost within its own 
length. On Sir Bntchart, the station-master, 
proceeding to the spot he found that the man 
had been dragged about two engine lengths, 
and lying quite dead with one leg over 
the rails and the body between them, Mr 
Henry Guthrie, who was walking with the 
deceased, gave his name as Mr Gunniughara, 
of Kakanui, a small storekeeper there, and 
also captain of the Ino.

Ino, which left Kakanui yesterday, and 
that he was in the act of crossing from the 
jetty when the accident occurred.

REMARKABLE DISCOVERY 
STOLEN PROPERTY,

Observer says : — A remarkable dis- 
covery has been made on the London, 
Chatham, and Dover Railway, near Nun- 
head, and between 40 and 60 yards from the 
house until Intely occupied by the convict 
Peace. While some plate-layers were en- 
gaged on the line one of their number noticed 
a peculiar formation of the earth at the 
foot of the embankment, which excited his 
curiosity sufficiently to cause an examination 
to be made. The place in question is close to 
the wall of the arch which crosses the Evelina 
road. On descend iiig the men noticed that a 
quantity of recently dug earth prevented tho 
rain water from the emhankment finding its wny 
into the sewer, and they at once connncncoil 
removing the obstruction. They had been en- 
g<aged only a few minutes when they came upon 
a large trunk embedded in the soil of the trench. 
Their curiosity caused them tu force the lid of 
the box, when they found it full of pi te. 
watches, jewellery, and miscellaneous articles of 
various kinds. Information of the discovery 
was at once forwarded to the police, and from a 
subsequent examination of the contents there is 
no doubt that the articles form the proceeds of 
extensive robberies. Among the articles is a 
quantity of plate bearing the crest of an Earl, 
and the initials *‘H, W. T,” There are likewise 
upwards of 50 gold and silver W’atches, some of 
them of considerable value, and several with 
names or initials of the owners engraved upon 
them. One of these, a valuable gold hunter, 
has the name of “0. de lisle” engraved on the 
outer case. Another, a lady’s repeater, 

blue enamelled back, and set with diamonds, 
bears tho maker’s name ** Streeter,” and num 
bered 35,780. There are many others with 
initials only. In the box was also found some 
curious, old-fashioned vases, and a pair of 
miniature oil paintings, representing “Sunset” 
and ** sunrise.” These were carefully wrapped 
up in waterproof canvas, aud had on their back, 
labels of Mr Arthur Tooth, Fine Art Galleries, 
Raymarket. As the discovery was made with- 
in a few yards of the house in which the convict 
Peace was residing at the time of his capture, 
the Buppoaition is, that the articles form a 
portion of the spoil acquired by’ the criminal 
during his burglarious raids.

The windows were thrown up, only to in- 
crease the flames which were now fiercely 
hissing through the structure, and men 
and women jumped into the yard in a 
nude or partly dressed state, while others 
appeared at the upper windows uttering 
the most piercing shrieks for aid. It was 
a most awful spectacle. The two lower 
floors were soon cleared of occupants, but 
the upper stairs still contained a number 
of beings whose chances ol escape from a 
fiery death were decreasing rapidly. The 
town had become alarmed, and from all 
sections men poured into it to give what 
assistance they could or to gaze on the 
terrible scene which was being enacted, 
rudders were promptly put up against the 
walls for the purpose of extricating the 
poor people. One man, whose room was 
on the upper story, crawled out through 
the window, seized the lightning cord, and 
cooly climbed to the ground with only 
blistered hands aud bruised limbs. He 
was loudly cheered as he slowly crept 
down, while men and women held their 
breath fearing the rod would give way 
and tliraw him heavily to the ground, 
when his death would have been as certain 
as if he had remained in the burning 
building. Gibson, one of the propriecors 
of the house, with his wife and chi'd, 
escaped from the window of the second 
storey pluckily, the woman holding the 
child and clinging to the blind while he 
obtained a hold, on which the mother and 
child slid to the ground in perfect safety, 
followed by Gibson, who promptly re 
entered the building to lend what aid he 
could in rescuing others. Owing to some 
repaii“s, Mrs Gibson, mother of tho pro- 
prietor, had been placed temporarily in a 
spare room, and her son |.’ushed frantically 
in search of her, but was unable to reach 
her in time, and she perished in the flames. 
Anna Johnson, the chamber girl, whose 
room was on the third floor, tried to 
escape from the hall through the 
8 tail-8, but found a solid wall of fire 
obstructing her passage. She ran back to 
the room, raised the window, and hung 
out as far as possible without falling, and 
screamed frantically for assistance. She 
was soon enveloped in a huge cloud of 
smoke, which was occasionally lit up by 
flashes of flame as the tire worked its way 
upwards. Haifa dozen hands immediately 
seized a ladder and ran it up against the 
wall. . A man climbed up to the poor 
girl’s aid, but lie came down blinded with 
smoke and almost insensible. Another 
volunteer stepped into liis place and went 
up the ladder, but he liad to come down 
without the girl. Then another man 
stepped from the crowd, and amir I the 
cheers of those assembled ran up step after 
step until he was lost in the clouds of 
smoke which rolled out in deuse masses 
from the doomed building. He reached 
the heljjless girl, but could not pull her out, 
as she had fainted, and must have been 
caught by something from the inside which 
he was unable to deliver her from. He 
came back without accomplishing his 
mission, and no one else would venture up. 
There she remained until the wall fell in, 
and she became a charred mass amid the 
burning ruins.

terrible scene which was being enacted. 
r^adder*s were promptly put up against the 
walla for the purpose of extricating the 
poor people. One man, whose room was 
on the upper story, crawled out througli 
the window, seized the lightning cord, and 
cooly cUmbed to the ground with only 
blistered hands and bruised limbs. He 
was loudly cheered as he slowly crept 
down, while men and women held their 
breath fearing the md would give way 
and throw him heavily to the ground, 
when his death would have been as certain 
as if he had remained in the burning 
building. Gibson, one of the propriccora 
of the house, with his wife and chi'd, 
e.scaped from the window of the second 
storey pluckily, the woman holding the 
child and clinging to the blind while he 
obtained a hold, oh which the mother and 
child slid to the ground in perfect safety, 
followed by Gibson, who promptly re 
entered the building to lend what aid he 
could in rescuing others. Owing to some 
repail's, Mrs Gibson, mother of the pro- 
prietor, had been placed temporarily in a 
spare room, and her son rushed frantically 
in search of her, but svas unable to reach 
her in time, and she perished in the flames. 
Anna Johnson, the chamber girl, whose 
room was on the third floor, tried to 
escape from the hall through the 
stairs, but found a solid wall of fire 
obstructing her passage. >She ran back to 
the room, raised the window, and hung 
out as far as possible without falling, and 
screamed frantically for assistance. She 
was soon enveloped in a huge cloud of 
smoke, which was occasionally lit up by 
flashes of flame as the fire worked its way 
upwards. Half a dozen hands immediately 
seized a ladder and ran it up against the 
wall. A man climbed up to the poor 
giiTs aid, but he came down blinded with 
smoke and almost insensible. An'^tther 
volunteer stepped into his place and went 
up the ladder, but he had to come down 
without the girl. Then another man 
stepped from the crowd, and amid the 
cheers of those assembled ran up step after 
step until he was lost in the clouds of 
smoke which rolled out in dense masses 
from the doomed building. He reached 
the helpless girl, but could not puli her out, 
as she had fainted, and must have been 
caught by something from the inside which 
he was unable to deliver her from. He 
came back without accomplishing his 
mission, and no one else would venture up. 
There she remained until the wall fell in, 
and slie became a charred mass amid the 
burning ruins. About the same time 
Ml'S Chase, a pastry cook in the establish- 
ment, Lydia Mirille, table girl, and Charles 
Morgan, a guest at the house, went down 
with the tumbling walls, mingling their 
shrieks with the terrible din and crash 
which prevailed v/ithin and without.” 



A brave captain. 

“ By the last mail,” says the Bendigo 
Advertiser, “ a lady residing in Sandhurst, 
who is a relative by marriage of Captain 
Melvill, the gallant young officer who 
sacrificed his life whilst protecting the 
colors of his regiment in the disastrous 
engagement which took place between a 
small force of British troops and an over- 
whelming number of Zulus a short time 
back, received a letter in which reference 
is made to the death of the hero of the 
occasion. We have been furnished with 
the following extract : — ‘ I am dreadfully 
grieved about poor young Melvill, the 
adjutant of the 24th Kegiment. He 
married just three years ago, at the Cape, 
E ’a favorite sister, and came home last 
year to the Staff College at Aldershot, 
with his wife and a little boy a year old. 
He had not been in England a week when 
he was ordered to rejoin his regiment at 
the Cape, as this dreadful Zulu War broke 
out ; 80 he left his wife and child at home 
with his family in Cornwall, where she 
has been ever since, and now, poor girl, 
she is left a widow, and has another little 
son only two months old. She is not yet 



21. One consolation to her will be the 
noble way in which* he died, as he was 
fortunate enough to' escape the battle of 
isandula, but was ^ last seen cutting his 
way through over 100 natives — cutting 
them dowh like grass with his sword, as 
ho - was determined to save the colors of 
his regiment, which had fallen into the 
hands of the enemy. After being mortally 
wounded in seven places, he rescued the 
colors, which he had tied around him, and 
swam the river in time to lie down and 
die, knowing, as the papers say, that he 
had saved the honor of his country and 
regiment. A more noble or glorious death, 
of course, no soldier could die. He is 
quite the hero of the day ; the papers are 
full of his ’wonderful bravery, and he was 
mentioned in Parliament The Queen ia 
to present his two little boys with the 
Victoria 01*083 in admiration of their 
fa therms singular bravery in' saving her 
colors at the cost of his own life, and ia 
also going to give them a commission in 
the army when they g'*ow up.^^ 



A PACK OF CARDS.

I see the ten, it I'eminds me of the ten 
commandments. When 1 see the King, it 
reminds me of the great King of Heaven 
and Karth, who is God Almiglity. When 
I see the Queen, it reminds me of the 
Queen of Sheba, who visited Solomon.” 
“Well,” said the Magisti'ate, “you have 
descrilied every card in the pack, but one 
— the knave (sometimes called Jack.)*' 

“1 will describe that one too if you 
will not be displeased.” 

. “ I will not, if you do not term me the 
knave.*’ 

“The greatest knave I know of is the 
constable that brought me here,” 

“ I do not know if he is the greatest 
knave, but he is the greatest fool/* said 
the Bailie.

Women in Battle- 

Mrs Lehoux, a widow of a lieutenant in 
the 48th Regiment, British army, has just 
died in England at the ago of 88. From 
the passage of the Douro, May 12, 1809— 
she waa then only 19— till the battle of 
Salamanca, July 23, 1812, she waa the 
constant companion of her husband in Spain. 
An English paper records the fact that 
Senator Gordon's wife was with him 
constantly during the civil war; that in the 
Burmese war of 1826 three young and hand- 
some native women of rank, who were sup- 
posed to be gifted with supernatural powers, 
80 that no bullet could wound them, rode 
amongst the levies, encouraging them to 
fight against the English ; and how, on 
almost every battle-field, the corpse of a 
woman is to be found amongst the slain. 
Sergt, -Major Cotton, in his “Voice from 
Waterloo, says that there were many 
females found among the dead, and 
I that all of them wore male attire, and 
i were known to have been as martial in 
their bearing as the ordinary rank and file. 
Just at the moment when Shaw, the life- 
guardsmen, fell mortally hurt “after having 
killed nine of his opponents,*' a French 
officer, whose horse had been shot under 
him, seized the regimental colors of the 32nd 
Foot, which was carried by Lieut. Belcher. 
A struggle ensued, and the Frenchman 
endeavored to draw his sword, when he 
waa badly wounded in the breast by the 
thrust of a halbert, and was immediately 
after shot dead by a soldier named Lacey. 
It was in vain that Major Toole exclaimed, 
when it waa too late, “Save that brave 
fellow y* and after the battle the Major and 
Colonel Brown discovered that the French 
hussar officer whom Lacey had shot waa an 
exceedingly handsome young lady,

A Beggai-Millionaire. 

A “ beggar-millionaire,” according to the 
Burger Zeiiung of Berlin, has just died in 
Berlin. The old fellow left property amount- 
ing to more than a million and a half marks. 
He had a numerous family, children and 
grandchildren, and lived in splendid style in 
Berlin, giving sumptuous entertainments, at 
which the champagne ia said to have run in 
streams. The soirees were only attended by 
middle-class society, and were held only 
during the winter.
